GOP tax plan favors corporations

WASHINGTON — There are 
tough choices at the heart 
of the Republican tax bills 
speeding through Congress, 
and they make clear what 
the party values most in 
economic policy right now:

WASHINGTON — With 227 
Republican votes, the House 
passed the most sweeping tax 
overhaul in three decades on 
Thursday, taking a significant 
leap forward as lawmakers 
seek to enact $1.5 trillion in 
tax cuts for businesses and in- 
dividuals and deliver the first 
major legislative achievement 
of President Donald Trump’s 
tenure. 

The swift approval came 
two weeks after the bill 
was unveiled, without 
a single hearing on the 
400-plus-page legislation 
and over the objections of 
Democrats and 13 Repub- 
licans. 

The focus now shifts to 
the Senate, where Repub- 
licans are quickly moving 
ahead with their own tax 
overhaul, which differs in 
substantial ways from the 
House bill. 

The Senate Finance Com- 
mittee voted 14-12 along 
party lines Thursday eve- 
ning to approve its version 
of the bill with the full Sen- 
ate potentially voting after 


i Thanksgiving.

OSU suspends many 
fraternity activities

Ohio State University is 
suspending fraternity orga- 
nization activities effective 
Thursday. 

The suspension of all so- 
cial, recruitment and new 
member activities comes 
on the tail of 11 chapters 
being under investigation 
for violations of the Code 
of Student Conduct. 

This represents more 
than a quarter of the chap- 
ters at OSU, according to 
a letter sent to fraternity 
chapter presidents from 
Ryan Lovell, senior direc- 


a 


tor of fraternity and soror- 
ity life. 

“The university will not 
tolerate behavior that puts 
the health and safety of stu- 
dents at risk,’ Lovell wrote. 
“This proactive step is 
being taken so that the IFC 
community takes a pause to 
reflect and create individ- 
ual, actionable strategies 
for the future.” 

The letter indicates that 
chapters must only conduct 
“essential activities,” which 
excludes social and recruit- 
ment activities. Ohio State 
has 37 fraternities. 
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
